The Tithe Is The Lord's 
(Genesis 14:18-20; Leviticus 27:30) 
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1) OT law keeping and the NT believer is not obligated to tithe. 
What's the truth? I believe that the Word of God is clear that 
giving 1/10 of our gross income is the duty of every NT 
believer. And I believe the following passages bare that out. 

2) This true religion was perverted by others into pagan worship 
of idols, but even there the principals of giving and owing God 
are clearly seen. 

3) ...about Abram who's name was changed to Abraham, that 
after Abram started tithing, God gave him the ham. But this 
practice was passed down to Abraham's grandson Jacob who 
promised God in Genesis 28:22 And this stone, which I have 
set for a pillar, shall be God's house: and of all that thou shalt 
give me I will surely give the tenth unto thee. 

4) Psalms 24:1 The earth is the LORD'S, and the fulness 
thereof; the world, and they that dwell therein. 

5) Leviticus 27:30 And all the tithe of the land, whether of the 
seed of the land, or of the fruit of the tree, is the LORD'S: it is 
holy unto the LORD. 

6) Exodus 23:19 The first of the firstfruits of thy land thou shalt 
bring into the house of the LORD thy God... 

7) Numbers 18 clearly shows that this tenth of all Israel was to 
support the lives of the priests and their ministry and 
maintenance of the Tabernacle. It was a necessity! 


Apostle Paul echoed this promise in 2 Corinthians 9:6 But this I 
say, He which soweth sparingly shall reap also sparingly; and he 
which soweth bountifully shall reap also bountifully. 
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1) 1 Corinthians 16:2 Upon the first day of the week let every 
one of you lay by him in store, as God hath prospered him... 

2) Clearwater: Every case of giving that received special mention 
in the NT was cited because it went beyond the tithe. The tithe 
then we may infer did not deserve honorable mention because 
it was ones plain and known duty. 

3) She was trying to give a reason why so many protestant 
conservative Christians were not a wealthy as their social 
counter parts. Her conclusions were that protestant 
conservative Christians actually believe the Bible when it says 
Psalms 24:1 The earth is the LORD'S, and the fulness thereof; 
the world, and they that dwell therein. They believe the words 
of Jesus "Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon earth, 
where moth and rust doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and steal: But lay up for yourselves treasures in 
heaven, where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor steal:" I wonder if she did the 
study on you would she come to the same conclusion. The 
God has a pre-eminent position in your finances. That you put 
your money where our mouth is.
